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Cambodia Falls To Communists

Phnom Penh capitu lated to the 
Khmer Rou ge insu rgents today after a 
3^-month siege, ending fiv e y ears of 
war that dev astated Cambodia, cau sed 
u ncou nted casu alties and disru pted the 
liv es of its 7 million people. 


Prince Norodom Sihanou k , ou sted 
fiv e y ears ago as Cambodia’s chief of 
state and titu lar head of the Khmer 
Rou ge gov emment-in-ex ile in Pek ing, 
indicated that he did not plan to retu rn 
in the near fu tu re. 


Tanju g, the official Yu goslav news 
agency , reported a statement from the 
prince in which he said while he 
remains Cambodia’s chief of state, 45 - 
y ear-old Khieu Samphan, his depu ty 
premier and chief commander of the 
“ Armed Force of National Unity in 
C am bodia” wou ld ex ecu te direct 
power in the cou ntry along with the 
Khmer Rou ge. 
Sihanou k said he wou ld continu e to 
represent Cambodia abroad and wou ld 
gu arantee “ Cambodian policies of 
nonalignment.” 
Meanwhile, the commander of the 
Khmer Rou ge forces in the Phnom 
Penh area, Gen. Hem Ket Dara, 
established his headq u arters in the 
Information Ministry bu ilding in the 
Cambodian capital.

U.S. Took Fateful 
Cambodi an Step 
Wi th '7 0 Incursi on

For the United States, Cambodia 
wasn’t planned. It ju st happened, 
withou t formal alliance or agreement. 
The fatefu l step was tak en almost 
ex actly fiv e y ears ago with a combined 
AmericanSou th Vietnamese inv asion 
that the Nix on administration called 
an “ incu rsion.” From then on it was 
all downhill. Phnom Penh su rrendered 
Thu rsday . 
The American military inv olv ement 
in the three Indochina states was 
su pposed to end in 1973. The last 
v estige of it was su pposed to be in 
Cambodia where, at the order of 
Congress, the bombing halted that 
Au gu st. Bu t the political, economic 
and 
ideological 
entanglem ents 
remained, and now Cambodia’s fate 
can alter the whole Indochina pictu re. 
How did this situ ation dev elop into 
what it is now? 
American inv olv ement really began 
right after World War II with aid to the 
French as they sou ght to re-establish 
their colonial au thority . Washington 
had regarded Sou theast Asia as 
strateg ically 
v ital 
to 
A m erican 
secu rity , and ev en more so after the 
Com m u nists swept 
ov er 
China. 
Washington saw commu nism as a 
Sov iet-dominated monolith abou t to 
k nock ov er nations lik e so many do­ 
minoes. 
Commu nist Ho Chi Minh’s Viet Minh 
by 195 4 drov e the French ou t and 
assu med au thority ov er North Viet­ 
nam, and the United States stepped 
into the v acu u m in the Sou th. 
Cambodia had won independence in 
195 3 u nder Norodom Sihanou k , then 
called k ing, bu t the ancient Bu ddhist 
k ingdom that called itself Kampu chea 
was u nlu ck y in its geography , cau ght 


between two mighty world blocs in a 
political stru ggle. 
Hanoi sou ght to u se a Vietnamese 
minority to impose its domination on 
Cambodia, and the antiroy al, anti­ 
commu nist Khmer 
Issarak 
(Free 
Khmer) mov ement also opposed him. 
Bu t Sihanou k , then in his 30s, was 
popu lar, despite a play boy image, and 
prev ailed, probably becau se many 
Cambodians considered him the only 
honest man in high office. 
Prince Norodom — he retained the 
hereditary title after mak ing himself 
chief of state in 1960 — cou ld hav e 
claimed a title as the world’s most 
dedicated neu tralist, bu t the world 
wou ldn’t let him stay that way . 
American trou bles with Sihanou k 
began accu mu lating in 1965 after the 
major war escalation in Sou th Viet­ 
nam. The cau se was the sanctu ary en­ 
joy ed by Commu nist-led Viet Cong on 
Cambodian territory . 
Sihanou k , 
who 
had 
already 
renou nced American economic aid, 
brok e relations with W ashington, 
charging repeated v iolations by 
American planes. 
Sihanou k pictu red himself as cau ght 
between two forces. 
On one hand were the Khmer 
Rou ges, m ainly Cam bodian Com­ 
mu nists, who the prince said “sold 
their bodies and sou ls to China.” The 
Khmer Rou ge had a Politbu ro, su pport 
from China and protection from North 
V ietnam ese reg u lars cam ped in 
Cambodia. It dev eloped slowly into a 
fighting organization on its own, bu t 
was a shadowy force, difficu lt to 
identify . Its ou tstanding leader is 
Khieu Samphan. 
The other force Sihanou k called 
“Khmer Blu es,” or those elements,

Solon Wants To Curtail

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — “No self 
respecting gambler wou ld bu y a lot­ 
tery tick et,” say s Rep. Alan E. Norris, 
R-27 Westerv ille, who wants to pu t a 
damper on the lottery commission’s 
“carniv al lik e” operations. 


He 
introdu ced 
W ednesday 
a 
measu re that wou ld req u ire that the 
odds against winning “thirty million to 
one for the top ($1 million) prize” be 
printed on lottery tick ets. “The people 
need to k now what a lou sy deal they 
are getting,” Norris said. 


In addition, his bill wou ld permit 
v oters to decide at local option elec­ 
tions whether to permit tick et sales in 
their neighborhood the same as a wet- 
dry liq u or election. “There are parents 
and nice neighborhoods who v oted 
against the lottery . They hav e moraL 
objections...the lottery is almost a 
perfect 
analogy 
to 
the 
liq u or 
situ ation,” the v eteran Frank lin 
Cou nty lawmak er asserted. 
Among other measu res introdu ced 
in the Hou se Wednesday was a $645 
million capital im prov em ents ap­ 
propriations bill—with one ex ception 
the same list of projects contained in 
Gov . Jam es A. Rhodes’ sidetrack ed, 
two y ear appropriations bill. 
Finance Chairman My rl Shoemak er, 
D-8 8 Bou mev ille, added one new item 
that prov ides $11 million for a long 
sou ght lodge at Deer Creek State Park 
in Pick away Cou nty . He said money 
for the facility is av ailable from u nsold 
park s and recreation facility bonds

Penh were “traitors who deserv e 
hanging and shou ld try and escape 
while they can.” 
Prem ier I/)ng Boret’s gov ernment 
gav e u p after the Khmer Rou ge 
captu red the Phnom Penh airport on 
Wednesday , mov ed its artillery into 


range of the center of the capital and 
began fighting its way into the city 
from three sides. 
Residents on the west side of the 
city , toward the airport, reported their 
sector was shelled this morning as the 
insu rgents were being welcomed into 
the city from the nq rth. Ten persons 
were reported k illed and 10 wou nded. 
Fighting also was reported Wed­ 
nesday at Battambang, Cambodia’s 
second largest city 150 miles northwest 
of Phnom Penh, and at Sv ay Rieng, 70 
miles sou theast of Phnom Penh near 
the Sou th Vietnamese border. Bu t the 
Cambodian arm y ’s resistance in the 
few pock ets of territory it still held was 
ex pected to end as soon as word of the 
su rrender of Phnom Penh got arou nd. 
There was no official reaction in 
Washington to the collapse of the 
Cambodian resistance to the Com­ 
mu nists. Bu t the U.S. gov ernment and 
Congress wrote Cambodia off last 
week , and the chief focu s of attention 
in the American capital was on Sou th 
Vietnam.

committee receiv ed a report from two 
members of its staff that U.S. in­ 
telligence officials agree 
“ only 
decisiv e military action by the United 
States” cou ld sav e the Sou th Vietnam­ 
ese gov ernment. Informed sou rces 
said the ev acu ation of Americans from 
Saigon is “dangerou sly ov erdu e,” bu t 
U.S. Ambassador Graham Martin, one 
of the chief su pporters of President 
Ngu y en Van Thieu ’s regime, is “ac­ 
tiv ely ” resisting the withdrawal of 
Americans. 
President Ford said Wednesday that 
he is “absolu tely conv inced” that the 
Sou th Vietnamese forces can stabilize 
their defenses if Congress q u ick ly 
approv es his req u est for $722 million in 
military aid to Saigon. The Senate 
Foreign Relations committee was to 
v ote today on a compromise to prov ide 
$200 million, bu t the White Hou se 
rejected this. 
The Genev a headq u arters of the 
International Red Cross Committee 
reported that more than 2,000 sick and 
wou nded persons had tak en shelter in 
the organization’s secu rity zone in 


Phnom Penh, It said a message from 
its representativ es there reported both 
the Khmer Rou ge and the Cambodian 
army were respecting the neu tral 
zone. 
Au stralia was the first gov ernment 
to annou nce formal recognition of 
Prince Sihanou k ’s gov ernm ent in 
Pek ing following the collapse of the re­ 
gime in Phnom Penh. 
The Thai 
gov ernment called a 
meeting in 
Bangk ok of the am­ 
bassadors from the other fou r mem­ 
bers of the Association of Sou theast

bodia to the Commu nists on “the lack 
of will on the part of the Khmer 
defenders” and the “termination of 
(U.S.) assistance.”

congressmen also joined the list of 
Food Day sponsors. 
At least two of the nu tritionists, Drs. 
Jean May er and Frederick J. Stare, 
both of Harv ard Univ ersity , hav e since 
w ithdraw n 
their 
su pport. 
They 
criticized a center list of the “Terrible 
Ten” foods that allegedly represent 
items lack ing in nu trition and, in some 
cases, are harmfu l. The two professors 
also tak e issu e with some Food Day 
promotions that criticize chemical 
fertilizers and giv e the impression that 
small, organic farms are the answer to 
the food problem.

The 
situation was reported “quiet” at 
Xuan Ix)c, 40 miles east of Saigon, 
after a week of hard fighting. 
The remnants of I/)n Nol’s regime 
offered a cease-fire and transfer of 
power on Wednesday. But Prince 
Sihanouk, the former chief of state who 
now heads an exile government in 
Peking, rejected the offer and told 
them to “lay down their arm s, raise 
the white flag and surrender.” 
Sihanouk said his foes in Phnom 
Penh were “traitors who deserve 
hanging and should try and escape 
while they can.” 
Prem ier Ix>ng Boret’s government 
gave up after the Khmer Rouge 
captured the Phnom Penh airport on 
Wednesday, moved its artillery into 


range of the center of the capital and 
began fighting its way into the city 
from three sides. 
Residents on the west side of the 
city, toward the airport, reported their 
sector was shelled this morning as the 
insurgents were being welcomed into 
the city from the nqrth. Ten persons 
were reported killed and IO wounded. 
Fighting also was reported Wed­ 
nesday at Battambang, Cambodia’s 
second largest city 150 miles northwest 
of Phnom Penh, and at Svay Rieng, 70 
miles southeast of Phnom Penh near 
the South Vietnamese border. But the 
Cambodian arm y’s resistance in the 
few pockets of territory it still held was 
expected to end as soon as word of the 
surrender of Phnom Penh got around. 
There was no official reaction in 
Washington to the collapse of the 
Cambodian resistance to the Com­ 
munists. But the U.S. government and 
Congress wrote Cambodia off last 
week, and the chief focus of attention 
in the American capital was on South 
Vietnam. 
The Senate Foreign Relations 


committee received a report from two 
members of its staff that U.S. in­ 
telligence officials agree 
‘‘only 
decisive military action by the United 
States” could save the South Vietnam­ 
ese government. Informed sources 
said the evacuation of Americans from 
Saigon is “dangerously overdue,” but 
U.S. Ambassador Graham Martin, one 
of the chief supporters of President 
Nguyen Van Thieu’s regime, is “ac­ 
tively” resisting the withdrawal of 
Americans. 
President Ford said Wednesday that 
he is “absolutely convinced” that the 
South Vietnamese forces can stabilize 
their defenses if Congress quickly 
approves his request for $722 million in 
military aid to Saigon. The Senate 
Foreign Relations committee was to 
vote today on a compromise to provide 
$200 million, but the White House 
rejected this. 
The Geneva headquarters of the 
International Red Cross Committee 
reported that more than 2,000 sick and 
wounded persons had taken shelter in 
the organization’s security zone in 


Phnom Penh. It said a message from 
its representatives there reported both 
the Khmer Rouge and the Cambodian 
army were respecting the neutral 
zone. 
Australia was the first government 
to announce formal recognition of 
Prince Sihanouk’s governm ent in 
Peking following the collapse of the re­ 
gime in Phnom Penh. 
The Thai 
government called a 
meeting in Bangkok of the am ­ 
bassadors from the other four mem­ 
bers of the Association of Southeast 
Asian

to 
consider 
the 
recognition question. The other 
ASEAN countries are Indonesia, Ma­ 
laysia, Singapore and the Philippines, 
and a Thai spokesman said they had 
agreed they would recognize only the 
government in “effective control” in 
Phnom Penh. 
Philippine Foreign Secretary Carlos 
P. Romulo blamed the loss of Cam­ 
bodia to the Communists on “the lack 
of will on the part of the Khmer 
defenders” and the “termination of 
(U.S.) assistance.”

U.S. Took Fateful 
Cambodian Step 
With '70 Incursion

For the United States, Cambodia 
wasn’t planned. It just happened, 
without formal alliance or agreement. 
The fateful step was taken almost 
exactly five years ago with a combined 
AmericanSouth Vietnamese invasion 
that the Nixon administration called 
an “ incursion.” From then on it was 
all downhill. Phnom Penh surrendered 
Thursday. 
The American military involvement 
in the three Indochina states was 
supposed to end in 1973. The last 
vestige of it was supposed to be in 
Cambodia where, at the order of 
Congress, the bombing halted that 
August. But the political, economic 
and 
ideological 
entanglem ents 
remained, and now Cambodia’s fate 
can alter the whole Indochina picture. 
How did this situation develop into 
what it is now? 
American involvement really began 
right after World War II with aid to the 
French as they sought to re-establish 
their colonial authority. Washington 
had regarded Southeast Asia as 
strateg ically 
vital 
to 
Am erican 
security, and even more so after the 
Com m unists sw ept 
over 
China. 
Washington saw communism as a 
Soviet-dominated monolith about to 
knock over nations like so many do­ 
minoes. 
Communist Ho Chi Minh’s Viet Minh 
by 1954 drove the French out and 
assumed authority over North Viet­ 
nam, and the United States stepped 
into the vacuum in the South. 
Cambodia had won independence in 
1953 under Norodom Sihanouk, then 
called king, but the ancient Buddhist 
kingdom that called itself Kampuchea 
was unlucky in its geography, caught 


between two mighty world blocs in a 
political struggle. 
Hanoi sought to use a Vietnamese 
minority to impose its domination on 
Cambodia, and the antiroyal, anti­ 
communist Khmer 
Issarak 
(Free 
Khmer) movement also opposed him. 
But Sihanouk, then in his 30s, was 
popular, despite a playboy image, and 
prevailed, probably because many 
Cambodians considered him the only 
honest man in high office. 
Prince Norodom — he retained the 
hereditary title after making himself 
chief of state in 1960 — could have 
claimed a title as the world’s most 
dedicated neutralist, but the world 
wouldn’t let him stay that way. 
American troubles with Sihanouk 
began accumulating in 1965 after the 
m ajor war escalation in South Viet­ 
nam. The cause was the sanctuary en­ 
joyed by Communist-led Viet Cong on 
Cambodian territory. 
Sihanouk, 
who 
had 
already 
renounced American economic aid, 
broke relations with W ashington, 
charging repeated violations by 
American planes. 
Sihanouk pictured himself as caught 
between two forces. 
On one hand were the Khmer 
Rouges, m ainly Cam bodian Com­ 
munists, who the prince said “sold 
their bodies and souls to China.” The 
Khmer Rouge had a Politburo, support 
from China and protection from North 
V ietnam ese regulars cam ped in 
Cambodia. It developed slowly into a 
fighting organization on its own, but 
was a shadowy force, difficult to 
identify. Its outstanding leader is 
Khieu Samphan. 
The other force Sihanouk called 
“Khmer Blues,” or those elements,

Solon Wants To Curtail 
'Carnival Like' Lottery 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — “No self 
respecting gambler would buy a lot­ 
tery ticket,” says Rep. Alan E. Norris, 
R-27 Westerville, who wants to put a 
dam per on the lottery commission’s 
“carnival like” operations. 


He 
introduced 
W ednesday 
a 
m easure that would require that the 
odds against winning “thirty million to 
one for the top ($1 million) prize” be 
printed on lottery tickets. “The people 
need to know what a lousy deal they 
are getting,” Norris said. 


In addition, his bill would permit 
voters to decide at local option elec­ 
tions whether to permit ticket sales in 
their neighborhood the same as a wet- 
dry liquor election. “There are parents 
and nice neighborhoods who voted 
against the lottery. They have moral, 
objections...the lottery is almost a 
perfect 
analogy 
to 
the 
liquor 
situ atio n ,” the veteran Franklin 
County lawmaker asserted. 
Among other measures introduced 
in the House Wednesday was a $645 
m illion capital im provem ents ap­ 
propriations bill—with one exception 
the same list of projects contained in 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes’ sidetracked, 
two year appropriations bill. 
Finance Chairman Myrl Shoemaker, 
D-88 Bonnieville, added one new item 
that provides $11 million for a long 
sought lodge at Deer Creek State Park 
in Pickaway County. He said money 
for the facility is available from unsold 
parks and recreation facility bonds 


already authorized by the legislature. 
The capital improvements bill would 
be financed with reappropriation and 
self-retiring revenue bonds previously 
authorized. Major outlays include $219 
million for mental health facilities and 
$309 million for higher education or 
through the sale of self-retiring 
revenue bonds already authorized by 
the legislature. 
The capital im provem ents and 
lottery proposals were among ll 
m easures introduced Wednesday in 
the House, while the Senate received 
three new measures. 
Other House bills would require the 
state to shift from two-year to annual 
budgets, bestow awards on state 
employes making contributions to 
government 
efficiency, 
and 
make 
owners of firearm s responsible for 
their use by children. 
Rep. Ike Thompson, D-13 Cleveland, 
also offered in the House a measure 
that would require minors who commit 
crimes with firearms to be punished in 
the same manner as adults. 
R epresentatives

and 
adopted a resolution honoring Jam es 
M. Wagonseller of ILancaster, national 
commander of the American legion 
who visited both chambers as a guest 
of the legislature. 
New Senate bills would remove 
limits on compensation for municipal 
court clerks, establish an Ohio land use 
review committee, and require hear­ 
ings on rates and contract proposals by 
hospital service associations.

Consumer groups, college students 
and charitable organizations banded 
together today for a nationwide Food 
Day drive against hunger and mal­ 
nutrition. 
Activities ranged from fasting to 
farm sales and some of the programs 
prompted controversy even before 
they got under way. 


Everyone agreed that there are 
problems. But they couldn’t agree on 
the nature of the problems and how to 
solve them. Some Food Day par­ 
ticipants concentrated on hunger in 
developing nations; others were 
concerned with high prices; still others 
campaigned against junk foods and 
lack of nutrition in the American diet. 
The idea of Food Day came from the 
Center for Science in the Public 
Interest, a Washington-based group 
founded by followers of Ralph Nader. 
It was supported by groups like the 
Consumer Federation of America and 
Oxfam-America, organizer of 
last 
November’s one-day fast to focus at­ 
tention on the world food crisis. 
Several 
nutrition 
experts 
and 
congressmen also joined the list of 
Food Day sponsors. 
At least two of the nutritionists, Drs. 
Jean Mayer and Frederick J. Stare, 
both of Harvard University, have since 
w ithdraw n 
their 
support. 
They 
criticized a center list of the “Terrible 
Ten” foods that allegedly represent 
items lacking in nutrition and, in some 
cases, are harmful. The two professors 
also take issue with some Food Day 
promotions that criticize chemical 
fertilizers and give the impression that 
small, organic farms are the answer to 
the food problem.

The council’s report contained new 
estim ates appearing to prom ise 
adequate electric power for the next 
decade — but only if the U.S. economy 
and its energy dem and rem ain 
depressed.

But one region — Illinois, eastern

power supply no m atter what, in­ 
dicating that at best the area may have 
to rely on help from other areas 
through interconnecting power lines. 
Zarb, answering questions at a 
Wednesday meeting of the American

(ASNE), said he was receiving in­ 
dications “that at our current rate, 
given 
a 
reasonable 
(econom ic) 
recovery, over the next five years we 
can be in a power-shortage position.” 
He later told The Associated Press 
he was worried that it might become 
necessary in the early 1980s to ration 
electric power “to certain industrial 
users to keep the local population 
living.” 
Other FEA officials said the agen­ 
cy’s trouble-warnings were coming 
from members of state utility com­ 
missions.

Jam es L. Pate, assistant commerce 
secretary for economic affairs, is 
predicting that the GNP declined at 
more than a 10 per cent annu al rate in 
the Janu ary -M arch period. Other 
administration sou rces say the decline 
cou ld be closer to 12 per cent. 
The Com m erce D epartm ent is 
schedu led to release its first-q u arter 
report on GNP this afternoon. 
Either way , the decline wou ld be the 
worst since the Commerce Depart­ 
ment began keeping q u arterly records 
on the GNP in 1947, and it was clear 
ev idence of the depth of the nation’s 
cu rrent recession. 
The prev iou s worst q u arterly drop 
was a 9.2 per cent rate of decline in the 
first three months of 195 8 . The GNP 
fell at a 9 per cent rate in the fou rth 
q u arter of last y ear and was down 2.2 
per cent for the y ear. 
The GNP measu res the total ou tpu t 
of goods and serv ices in the economy 
both in 
dollar« ; and in cu rrent 


dollars. As su ch, the GNP also meas­ 
u res the inflation rate, and Pate said 
this index was ex pected to be mu ch 
improv ed ov er the 14.4 per cent in­ 
flation rate of the fou rth q u arter of last 
y ear.

Railroad Strike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford has delay ed for 60 day s a 
threatened strike against the nation’s 
railroads by the Brotherhood of 
Railway and Airline Clerks. 
The 25 0,000-member u nion v oted to 
walk ou t at 12:01 a.m. Friday , bu t Ford 
inv oked emergency procedu res u nder 
the Railway I^ibor Act to allow u nion 
and m anagem ent negotiators ad­ 
ditional time to resolv e their contract 
dispu te. 
Declaring the m atter a national 
emergency , the President appointed a 
three-m em ber fact-finding board 
Wednesday to inv estigate the dispu te 
tor u p to 30 day s. The board’s finding 
will be taken back to the negotiators, 
who will then hav e another 30 day s to 
reach an agreement. 
The u nion will be legally free to 
strike after the 6 0-day period. 
Union President C. L. Dennis said he 
was gratified by Ford’s action and that 
the u nion was prepared to present its 
case to the board as soon as hearings 
are arranged. 
Ford said he acted on the recom­ 
mendation of the National Mediation 
Board, which decided that a railroad 


strike “threatens su bstantially to in­ 
terru pt interstate commerce to a 
degree su ch as to depriv e a section of 
the cou ntry of essential transportation 
serv ice.” 
Named to head the board was 
Alex ander B. Porter of Washington, an 
attorney and labor arbitrator. Serv ing 
with him will be Jam es M. Harkless, 
also from Washington and an ex ­ 
perienced arbitrator, and the Rev . 
Francis X. Qu inn, also an arbitrator 
and facu lty member of the Temple 
U niv ersity 
School 
of 
Bu siness 
Administration. 
Dennis annou nced earlier this week 
that his u nion members v oted ov er­ 
whelmingly to strike after talks with 
the National Railway I^abor Con­ 
ference, the indu stry ’s bargaining 
arm , failed to produ ce a settlement. 
Sev en other railway u nions accepted 
a new three-y ear contract earlier this 
y ear, bu t Dennis said his members 
“ won’t settle for an inadeq u ate or su b­ 
standard agreement simply becau se 
other u nions fou nd it satisfactory for 
their members.” 
The contract prov ided for a 41 per 
cent boost in wages and benefits. 
Agency Assumes 
Futures Jurisdiction 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
federal agency will officially assu me 
ju risdiction ov er commodity fu tu res 
trading nex t week, bu t its newly 
swom-in chief say s he plans no su dden 
mov es. 
William T. Bagley , chairman of the 
Commodity Fu tu res Trading Com­ 
mission, said Wednesday the agency 
will take ov er du ties on April 21 in a 
“positiv ely neu tral position” and that 
trading in commodities is ex pected to 
continu e with minimu m distu rbance 
du ring the transition. 
The commission, set u p by Congress 
in an ov erhau l of commodity fu tu res 
trading last y ear, will su cceed the 
Commodity Ex change Au thority in the 
Agricu ltu re Department. For many 
y ears the CEA had the job of enforcing 
federal regu lations on trading of cer­ 
tain farm commodities. 
Under the new law a nu mber of 
com m odities — ag ricu ltu ral and 
others su ch as gold and silv er — will be 
brou ght u nder federal regu lation for 
the first time. 
The commission, div orced from 
USDA and set u p as an independent 
u nit of the gov ernment, is su pposed to 
hav e fiv e members. Fou r, inclu ding 
Bagley , were sworn in late Tu esday at 
the White Hou se. Bagley said a fifth 
member was ex pected to be named 
soon. 
Congress, in another bill awaiting 
President Ford’s signatu re, gav e the 
commission u p to 90 additional day s

Viet Situation 
irretrievable' 
Report Says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A secret 
congressional report assesses the 
Sou th Vietnamese military situ ation as 
“ irretriev able” and accu ses U.S. Am­ 
bassador Graham Martin of delay ing 
plans to ev acu ate Americans, sou rces 
said. 
The report say s U.S. intelligence 
officials are agreed that “only decisiv e 
military action by the United States 
cou ld rev erse the situ ation” in Sou th 
Vietnam where the Saigon gov ernment 
recently su rrendered the northern two- 
thirds of the cou ntry to the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese. 
The report was prepared by Richard 
M. Moose and Charles E. Meissner, 
staff members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, who retu rned 
last weekend from an 11-day fact­ 
finding tou r of Vietnam and Cambodia. 
Their conclu sions are contained in a 
16 -page secret report to the Senate 
committee. 
While indicating that the ev acu ation 
of Americans shou ld be receiv ing high 
priority from the U.S. embassy in 
Saigon, the report say s Martin is 
“activ ely ” resisting su ch a “dan­ 
gerou sly ov erdu e” step, althou gh the 
docu ment also say s that su ch planning 
finally began last week, according to 
informed sou rces. 
As a resu lt of this reported delay , the 
stu dy say s, “the 
anx iety 
of the 
American commu nity is compou nded 
by the absence of a cohesiv e, well- 
u nderstood ev acu ation procedu re and 
by what ou tsiders perceiv e as an air of 
u nreality perv ading the highest lev el 
of the embassy .” 
The stu dy also say s that “v irtu ally 
all Vietnamese military and civ ilian 
leaders agree that (Sou th Vietnam 
President Ngu y en Van) Thieu mu st go 
if the armed forces are to be rallied to 
Saigon’s defense ... 
“The Vietnamese military does not 
consider” more military aid as critical 
“in the short ru n” as remov ing Thieu , 
the report say s.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The gross 
national 
product, 
the 
broadest 
measure of the nation’s economic 
performance, declined at a record rate 
in the first quarter of the year, gov­ 
ernment statistics are expected to 
show. 
James L. Pate, assistant commerce 
secretary for economic affairs, is 
predicting that the GNP declined at 
more than a IO per cent annual rate in 
the January-March period. Other 
administration sources say the decline 
could be closer to 12 per cent. 
The Commerce Department is 
scheduled to release its first-quarter 
report on GNP this afternoon. 
Either way, the decline would be the 
worst since the Commerce Depart­ 
ment began keeping quarterly records 
on the GNP in 1047, and it was clear 
evidence of the depth of the nation’s 
current recession. 
The previous worst quarterly drop 
was a 9.2 per cent rate of decline in the 
first three months of 1958. The GNP 
fell at a 9 per cent rate in the fourth 
quarter of hist year and was down 2.2 
per cent for the year. 
The GNP measures the total output 
of goods and services in the economy 
both in constant dollars and in current 


dollars. As such, the GNP also meas­ 
ures the inflation rate, and Pate said 
this index was expected to be much 
improved over the 14.4 per cent in­ 
flation rate of the fourth quarter of last 
year. 
Government economists say the 
first-quarter economic performance 
was the worst of the current recession 
and that the economy will begin the 
slow process of improvement by mid­ 
year. 


As evidence, they cite a big decrease 
in business inventories in February, a 
slowdown in the steep decline in in­ 
dustrial output in March and the best 
indications yet that the housing in­ 
dustry is approaching a turn-around 
point.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
federal agency will officially assume 
jurisdiction over commodity futures 
trading next week, but its newly 
swom-in chief says he plans no sudden 
moves. 
William T. Bagley, chairman of the 
Commodity Futures Trading Com­ 
mission, said Wednesday the agency 
will take over duties on April 21 in a 
“positively neutral position” and that 
trading in commodities is expected to 
continue with minimum disturbance 
during the transition. 
The commission, set up by Congress 
in an overhaul of commodity futures 
trading last year, will succeed the 
Commodity Exchange Authority in the 
Agriculture Department. For many 
years the CEA had the job of enforcing 
federal regulations on trading of cer­ 
tain farm commodities. 
Under the new law a number of 
commodities — agricultural and 
others such as gold and silver — will be 
brought under federal regulation for 
the first time. 
The commission, divorced from 
USDA and set up as an independent 
unit of the government, is supposed to 
have five members. Four, including 
Bagley, were sworn in late Tuesday at 
the White House. Bagley said a fifth 
member was expected to be named 
soon. 
Congress, in another bill awaiting 
President Ford’s signature, gave the 
commission up to 90 additional days 


beyond its April 21 beginning date to 
phase in some of the new registration 
requirements affecting the trade. 
The supplemental bill also provided 
that 
futures-contract 
markets 
currently designated will continue 
while the commission gets settled. 
Bagley said that interim rules 
governing the commission will be 
officially published by this weekend. 
Permanent quarters also will be 
sought for the commission, Bagley told 
a news conference. He and other 
members have done preliminary work 
this week in USDA but hope to move 
soon to their own temporary offices 
outside the department. Eventually, 
he said, a more suitable permanent lo­ 
cation will be sought. 
A commission staff official said the 
law ruled out locating the agency 
outside the Washington area. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A secret 
congressional report assesses the 
South Vietnamese military situation as 
“ irretrievable” and accuses U.S. Am­ 
bassador Graham Martin of delaying 
plans to evacuate Americans, sources 
said. 
The report says U.S. intelligence 
officials are agreed that “ only decisive 
military action by the United States 
could reverse the situation” in South 
Vietnam where the Saigon government 
recently surrendered the northern two- 
thirds of the country to the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese. 
The report was prepared by Richard 
M. Moose and Charles E. Meissner, 
staff members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, who returned 
last weekend from an 11-day fact­ 
finding tour of Vietnam and Cambodia. 
Their conclusions are contained in a 
16-page secret report to the Senate 
committee. 
While indicating that the evacuation 
of Americans should be receiving high 
priority from the U.S. embassy in 
Saigon, the report says Martin is 
“ actively” resisting such a “dan­ 
gerously overdue” step, although the 
document also says that such planning 
finally began last week, according to 
informed sources. 
As a result of this reported delay, the 
study says, “the anxiety of the 
American community is compounded 
by the absence of a cohesive, well- 
understood evacuation procedure and 
by what outsiders perceive as an air of 
unreality pervading the highest level 
of the embassy.” 
The study also says that “virtually 
all Vietnamese military and civilian 
leaders agree that (South Vietnam 
President Nguyen Van) Thieu must go 
if the armed forces are to be rallied to 
Saigon’s defense ... 
“ The Vietnamese military does not 
consider” more military aid as critical 
“in the short run” as removing Thieu, 
the report says. 
On the other hand, President Ford 
said Wednesday he is “ absolutely 
convinced” South Vietnam can 
stabilize its defenses against the North 
Vietnamese invasion if Congress 
quickly approves his request for $722 
million for weapons and ammunition.

Late Spring Proves Boon 
To Maple Syrup Producers 


UR BAN A, Ohio (AP) — Spring 
never comes too late for the Paul Dill 
family of Champaign County. 


The Dills, four-generation producers 
of maple syrup, reap their biggest 
harvests when temperatures fluctuate 
between frost and thaw. 
Each year, beginning in February, 
the Dill family taps the maple trees on 
their 80-acre farm and hang out 3,000 
buckets to collect the sap. 


From there, the sap is transfered to 
a 5,000 gallon underground tank to 
await cooking. 
Paul Dill, who learned the business 
from his father-in-law, Otto Wilson, 
says it takes 50 gallons of sap to make 
one gallon of maple syrup. 
In the 70 years since Otto Wilson first 
began 
making 
maple 
syrup, 
production has ranged from 35 to 1,150 
gallons a year. This year’s output is 
expected to be about 400 gallons. 
Maple syrup is selling for $12 a 
gallon in Ohio and up to $18 a gall onin 
Michigan, but Paul Dill said he makes 
very little money out of the venture. 


Portugal 
Nationalizes 
Industries 


IJSBO N, Portugal (AP) — Por­ 
tugal’s leftist military government 
today announced the nationalization of 
more basic industries, a sweeping land 
reform program, a price freeze on 
basic foods and a work progam to 
combat unemployment. 
The government said the steel, 
electricity, petroleum and transport 
industries would be taken over, and it 
promised more nationalization to 
bring most basic industries under 
government control. 
It said owners of irrigated farm 
property will be limited to 125 acres, 
and the government will also take over 
the very large unirrigated estates in 
the southern part of the country. 
The nationalization measures were 
promised in a government economic 
plan published in February. Banks and 
insurance companies were not in­ 
cluded in the original blueprint, but the 
government took them over last month 
after an abortive attempt at a military 
uprising which it blamed on con­ 
servatives. 
As in the nationalization of the banks 
and insurance companies, foreign 
companies were largely unaffected. 
The government said there had been 
a “ critical re-evaluation’’ of policies 
for 
on-shore 
and 
off-shore 
oil 
prospecting, now conducted by foreign 
companies. It said the government 
would “ fully honor all its current 
agreement with foreign companies, 
although without 
excluding the 
eventual revision of those contracts 
which could 
be 
affected by 
an 
agreement by both parties.’’ 


Dill said high production costs cut 
down on personal profit and making 
maple syrup, with its demanding long 
winter hours, is more a labor of love 
for the family. 
Besides Dill and his wife, R uth, the 
business includes their daughter Dina 
and sons R ay and Joe. Joe’s 11-year- 
old son Jeff is also engaged to drive a 
sap-collecting tractor through the 
maze of maples. 
When Otto Wilson first started out, 
syrup was made by boiling the sap in 
large outdoor kettles until it reached 
the proper thickness. 
Today, stainless steel tanks have 
replaced the kettles and the process is 
faster. 
But, 
as Paul 
Dill points 
out, 
production is not much higher because 
no one’s yet found a way to make the 
trees give up more sap.

Electrical 
Shortage 
Possibility 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 
Energy Administrator Frank G. Zarb 
warned today that the nation may start 
running short of electric power within 
five years. 
Zarb touched briefly on this warning 
in an appearance before the American 
Society of Newspapers Editors— 
ASNE, then elaborated on it in an in­ 
terview with The Associated Press. 
In a question period with the ASNE, 
Zarb said, “ I am beginning to put 
together some data which indicate that 
at our current rate, given a reasonable 
(economic) recovery, over the next 
five years we can be in a power 
shortage position.’’ 
Zarb added that such shortages “ can 
induce slackened economic activity 
because of a lack of power, par­ 
ticularly in some areas of the coun­ 
try.’’ 
“ That gives me great cause for 
concern,’’ he added. 
Asked in the interview to explain his 
concern, Zarb said he was studying 
present plans for power plant con­ 
struction, expected cutbacks and 
delays, and the problems of raising 
capital for construction and finding 
appropriate locations for power plants. 


Oil Independence Impossible? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
United States “ will never be com­ 
pletely 
independent 
of 
foreign 
producers’’ of oil, former federal 
energy czar John C. Sawhill said 
Wednesday. 
What the United States needs to do, 
said 
the 
energy 
consultant to 
Congress, is to become “ no longer 
dependent on one area.’’ 
Sawhill said the fact that the Paris 
negotiations between the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries and 
the industrialized nations broke down 
Wednesday hastens the need for 
Congress to initiate a coherent and 
effective national energy policy. 
“ It is clear that we are not only 
running out of money and oil; but out 
of time as well. The time for talk is 
over; we must begin to take action,’’ 
he said, addressing the 52nd Ohio 
Petroleum Marketers Association. 
Congress now has formulated some 
alternatives to the Administration’s 
suggested forced voluntary con­ 
servation program through increased 
energy prices, Sawhill said. 
Sawhill said Congress’ plans “ are all 
based on the underlying principle that 
we should not do anything to reduce 
energy consumption which would slow 
down the rate of economic recovery.” 
“ Given the human and social costs of 
recession and given the ebbing of in­ 


flation, we cannot afford to adopt 
energy policies which will in any way 
stand in the path of a rapid return to 
full employment,” he said. 
Congress’ alternatives emphasize a 
“ more gradual reduction in oil im­ 
ports than the Ford proposals and a 
more moderate increase in energy 
taxes. In addition, they contain 
tougher 
energy 
conservation 
measures and are more oriented 
towards environmental concerns,” 
Sawhill said. 
Sawhill 
said 
supply 
increase 
measures to be discussed in the 
coming weeks will include the opening 
of naval petroleum reserves to 
production, the creation of strategic 
reserves, gradual increases in the 
prices of both natural gas and oil, and 
a start towards exploration of the 
offshore continental shelf. Sawhill said 
he also expects Congress to consider a 
bill to regulate strip mining, some 
easing of the Clean Air Act require­ 
ments to permit utilities to switch from 
oil to coal and possibly an energy 
facilities siting bill. 


On the demand side, Sawhill said he 
expects Congress to provide tax 
credits to homeowners who insulate 
their homes, and subsidies to people 
who cannot take advantage of a tax 
credit, 
Sawhill said the short-term answer 
to the energy problem is to reduce 
energy consumption. But voluntary 
conservation is not enough, he said. 
“ We need mandatory conservation 
measures combined with tax and other 
economic incentives to use energy 
more efficiently.” 
Sawhill said he favored the im­ 
position of a moderate, gradually 
increasing tax on gasoline as one way 
the United States “ can start down the 
path of energy efficiency.”

WASHINGTON (A P )- U .S . R ep. 
Willis D. Gradison Jr., R -Ohio said 
the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency has agreed to his suggestion to 
scrap mandatory auto emission testing 
in Cincinnati while an 18-month air test 
is made. 
Gradison made the statement 
Wednesday evening following a 
meeting with EPA Administrator 
R ussell Train. 
Gradison said he argued that it was 
“ unfair” to force mandatory tests for 
Cincinnati while five other counties, 
inside the regional air quality mainte­ 
nance study are not required to make 
similar tests. 
The EPA study, expected to take 18 
months, also includes Butler and 
Clermont counties in Ohio and Boone, 
Campbell and Kenton counties in 
Kentucky, Gradison said. 
Cincinnati and suburban Norwood 
began conducting the tests Jan. 1 as 
ordered by the EPA. Hamilton County 
officials postponed the program until 
June 1 because of pending litigation 
over the measure. 
Gradison said Train promised an 
answer to the congressman’s request 
that testing be suspended in Cin­ 
cinnati, but was non-committal on the 
time.

URBANA, Ohio (AP) — Spring 
never comes too late for the Paul Dill 
family of Champaign County. 


The Dills, four-generation producers 
of maple syrup, reap their biggest 
harvests when temperatures fluctuate 
between frost and thaw. 
Each year, beginning in February, 
the Dill family taps the maple trees on 
their 80-acre farm and hang out 3,000 
buckets to collect the sap. 


From there, the sap is transfered to 
a 5,000 gallon underground tank to 
await cooking. 
Paul Dill, who learned the business 
from his father-in-law, Otto Wilson, 
says it takes 50 gallons of sap to make 
one gallon of maple syrup. 
In the 70 years since Otto Wilson first 
began 
making 
maple 
syrup, 
production has ranged from 35 to 1,150 
gallons a year. This year’s output is 
expected to be about 400 gallons. 
Maple syrup is selling for $12 a 
gallon in Ohio and up to $18 a gall onin 
Michigan, but Paul Dill said he makes 
very little money out of the venture. 


Portugal 
N ationalizes 
Industries 


LISBON, Portugal (AP) — Por­ 
tugal’s leftist military government 
today announced the nationalization of 
more basic industries, a sweeping land 
reform program, a price freeze on 
basic foods and a work progam to 
combat unemployment. 
The government said the steel, 
electricity, petroleum and transport 
industries would be taken over, and it 
promised more nationalization to 
bring most basic industries under 
government control. 
It said owners of irrigated farm 
property will be limited to 125 acres, 
and the government will also take over 
the very large unirrigated estates in 
the southern part of the country. 
The nationalization measures were 
promised in a government economic 
plan published in February. Banks and 
insurance companies were not in­ 
cluded in the original blueprint, but the 
government took them over last month 
after an abortive attempt at a military 
uprising which it blamed on con­ 
servatives. 
As in the nationalization of the banks 
and insurance companies, foreign 
companies were largely unaffected. 
The government said there had been 
a “critical re-evaluation” of policies 
for 
on-shore 
and 
off-shore 
oil 
prospecting, now conducted by foreign 
companies. It said the government 
would “fully honor all its current 
agreement with foreign companies, 
although without 
excluding the 
eventual revision of those contracts 
which could 
be affected by 
an 
agreement by both parties.”

Electrical 
Shortage 
Possibility 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 
Energy Administrator Frank G. Zarb 
warned today that the nation may start 
running short of electric power within 
five years. 
Zarb touched briefly on this warning 
in an appearance before the American 
Society of Newspapers Editors— 
ASNE, then elaborated on it in an in­ 
terview with The Associated Press. 
In a question period with the ASNE1, 
Zarb said, “I am beginning to put 
together some data which indicate that 
atour current rate, given a reasonable 
(economic) recovery, over the next 
five years we can be in a power 
shortage position.” 
Zarb added that such shortages “can 
induce slackened economic activity 
because of a lack of power, par­ 
ticularly in some areas of the coun­ 
try.” 
“That gives me great cause for 
concern,” he added. 
Asked in the interview to explain his 
concern, Zarb said he was studying 
present plans for power plant con­ 
struction, expected cutbacks and 
delays, and the problems of raising 
capital for construction and finding 
appropriate locations for power plants. 


Oil Independence Impossible? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
United States “will never be com­ 
pletely 
independent 
of 
foreign 
producers” of oil, former federal 
energy czar John C. Sawhill said 
Wednesday. 
What the United States needs to do, 
said 
the 
energy 
consultant 
to 
Congress, is to become “no longer 
dependent on one area.” 
Sawhill said the fact that the Paris 
negotiations between the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries and 
the industrialized nations broke down 
Wednesday hastens the need for 
Congress to initiate a coherent and 
effective national energy policy. 
“It is clear that we are not only 
running out of money and oil; but out 
of time as well. The time for talk is 
over; we must begin to take action,” 
he said, addressing the 52nd Ohio 
Petroleum Marketers Association. 
Congress now has formulated some 
alternatives to the Administration’s 
suggested forced voluntary con­ 
servation program through increased 
energy prices, Sawhill said. 
Sawhill said Congress’ plans “are all 
based on the underlying principle that 
we should not do anything to reduce 
energy consumption which would slow 
down the rate of economic recovery.” 
“Given the human and social costs of 
recession and given the ebbing of in­ 


flation, we cannot afford to adopt 
energy policies which will in any way 
stand in the path of a rapid return to 
full employment,” he said. 
Congress’ alternatives emphasize a 
“more gradual reduction in oil im­ 
ports than the Ford proposals and a 
more moderate increase rn energy 
taxes. In addition, they contain 
tougher 
energy 
conservation 
measures and are more oriented 
towards environmental concerns,” 
Sawhill said. 
Sawhill 
said 
supply 
increase 
measures to be discussed in the 
coming weeks will include the opening 
of naval petroleum reserves to 
production, the creation of strategic 
reserves, gradual increases in the 
prices of both natural gas and oil, and 
a start towards exploration of the 
offshore continental shelf. Sawhill said 
he also expects Congress to consider a 
bill to regulate strip mining, some 
easing of the Clean Air Act require­ 
ments to permit utilities to switch from 
oil to coal and possibly an energy 
facilities siting bill. 


On the demand side, Sawhill said he 
expects Congress to provide tax 
credits to homeowners who insulate 
their homes, and subsidies to people 
who cannot take advantage of a tax 
credit. 
Sawhill said the short-term answer 
to the energy problem is to reduce 
energy consumption. But voluntary 
conservation is not enough, he said. 
“We need mandatory conservation 
measures combined with tax and other 
economic incentives to use energy 
more efficiently.” 
Sawhill said he favored the im­ 
position of a moderate, gradually 
increasing tax on gasoline as one way 
the United States “ can start down the 
path of energy efficiency.”

When Otto Wilson first started out, 
syrup was made by boiling the sap in 
large outdoor kettles until it reached 
the proper thickness. 
Today, stainless steel tanks have 
replaced the kettles and the process is 
faster.

production is not much higher because 
no one’s yet found a way to make the 
trees give up more sap.

WASHINGTON (AP)—U.S. Rep. 
Willis D. Gradison Jr., R-Ohio said 
the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency has agreed to his suggestion to 
scrap mandatory auto emission testing 
in Cincinnati while an 18-month air test 
is made. 
Gradison made the statem ent 
Wednesday evening following a 
m eeting with EPA Adm inistrator 
Russell Train. 
Gradison said he argued that it was 
“ unfair” to force mandatory tests for 
Cincinnati while five other counties, 
inside the regional air quality mainte­ 
nance study are not required to make 
similar tests. 
The EPA study, expected to take 18 
months, also includes Butler and 
Clermont counties in Ohio and Boone, 
Campbell and Kenton counties in 
Kentucky, Gradison said. 
Cincinnati and suburban Norwood 
began conducting the tests Jan. I as 
ordered by the EPA. Hamilton County 
officials postponed the program until 
June I because of pending litigation 
over the measure. 
Gradison said Train promised an 
answer to the congressman’s request 
that testing be suspended in Cin­ 
cinnati, but was non-committal on the 
time.

friends that the Yanks are not coming 
to rescue them , as the U.S. Cav alry 
alway s rescued the em battled settlers 
in the old John Ford mov ies. 
It cam e as a thunderclap of a sur­ 
prise to millions of Hungarians that we 
did not send clouds of paratroopers to 
Budapest to sav e the brav e Freedom 
Fighters, who rose up in 195 6 to fight 
Khrushchev ’s tanks bare-fisted. They , 
or at least som e of them, thought they 
had an understanding with the then 
fiercely 
anti-C om m unist 
U.S. 
gov ernm ent, Congress and Defense 
Departm ent. 
It becam e the task of a first-rate 
American diplom at, Robert Murphy , 
to explain to a series of emotional 
Hungarian-Am erican delegations who 
called on him at the State D epartm ent 
that they were completely wrong — 
that we had absolutely no intention of 
interv ening, any more than we had 
interv ened when the Russians chopped 
down the students’ uprising in Poland 
a few m onths before. So, as to salv e 
our national conscience, which has 
rem ained the strongest among the 
nations for two centuries, we dropped 
the q uota bars and many thousands of 
Hungarians m ade it to these friendly 
shores. 
Same with the Cuban refugees who 
got out on their own or we bought, in 
effect, from Castro.

Sure, 
the inev itable winners — now that the 
Yanks aren’t coming — will kill a 
certain num ber of leaders, if they can 
catch them , just as we and the other

(And just as Hitler would hav e 
hanged Roosev elt, Churchill, Stalin 
and DeGaulle if he had won.) 
But to env ision the streets of Saigon, 
Can Tho, Hue and Da Nang awash with 
the blood of the defeated is a bit too 
much to conjure. To m ake the late Ho 
Chin Minh’s old dream come true, a 
united Vietnam that does not hav e to 
pay tribute to the U.S., Russia or 
China, the defeated people of South 
Vietnam will not be m ass executed. 
One who has been there a few tim es 
guesses that they will be “em braced,” 
a sy nony m for “ absorbed.” Millions 
who fled southward will be put back 
into their cities and ham lets, they will 
work for the “ state” rather than for 
them selv es or their district leaders.

The nation’s industrial output was 
still falling in M arch but, mostly 
because of automobiles, the March 
drop was the sm allest since last 
October and gov ernm ent economists 
saw this as a hopeful sign. 
An automobile dev elopment was 
also cited as one reason the stock 
m arket continued its climb Tuesday , 
but at the sam e tim e the four m ajor 
auto m akers reported sales in early 
April were 29 per cent below a y ear 
ago. 
Tuesday ’s upswing of 8 .13 in the Dow 
Jones industrial av erage to 8 15 .08 put 
the Dow at its highest point since last 
June 26. It was the sixth straight 
session of upswing, m eaning the Dow 
is up 7 2.20 since a week ago Monday .

It came as a thunderclap of a sur­ 
prise to millions of Hungarians that we 
did not send clouds of paratroopers to 
Budapest to save the brave Freedom 
Fighters, who rose up in 1956 to fight 
Khrushchev’s tanks bare-fisted. They, 
or at least some of them, thought they 
had an understanding with the then 
fiercely 
anti-Communist 
U.S. 
government, Congress and Defense 
Department. 
It became the task of a first-rate 
American diplomat, Robert Murphy, 
to explain to a series of emotional 
Hungarian-American delegations who 
called on him at the State Department 
that they were completely wrong — 
that we had absolutely no intention of 
intervening, any more than we had 
intervened when the Russians chopped 
down the students’ uprising in Poland 
a few months before.

Court Eases 
Air Rules 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Suprem e Court today gave the 
Environmental Protection Agency and 
the states broad discretion to allow 
some air pollution to continue beyond 
the deadline for national air quality 
standards. 
By a 7-1 decision, the court ruled that 
the EPA may approve variances 
granted by the states to polluters so 
long as the exemptions do not prevent 
over-all 
compliance with the 
air 
quality standards. 
The decision overturned a U.S. 
circuit court decision striking down 
Georgia’s state plan for implementing 
the standards. 
The Supreme Court decision ap­ 
proves the Georgia plan and similar 
ones adopted by Alabama, Mississippi, 
Ixmisiana and Texas.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gordon 
J. Peltier’s appointment as commerce 
director ran into serious trouble in a 
Senate committee which questioned 
his current stance on consumer 
policies as well as his past record with 
the department. 
The Elections, Financial Institutions 
and Insurance Committee turned him 
down by a 6-3 vote. 
Consumerism was not a hot issue 
when the 5 7-year-old attorney ran the 
commerce department for seven and a 
half years during Gov. Jam es A. 
Rhodes’ two previous terms. 
However, in 1972 the legislature 
created a consumer protection division 
and placed it under commerce. When 
majority Democrats tried to switch the 
division to the office of Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown earlier this year. 
Republicans filed a court suit to block 
the legislation. 
Peltier told the Senate committee he 
found it difficult to initiate new 
programs. But he added, “ I think it 
(consumerism) 
is fine. 
It should 
flourish and grow,” 
Much of the committee’s inquiry has 
involved real estate broker’s tests 
given to 
Peltier and 
Rhodes 
in 
Jan uary, 
1971, 
just 
before 
the 
Republican 
governor’s 
last 
ad­ 
ministration left office. 
Sen. David L. Headley, D-28 Bar­ 
berton, 
also has 
questions about 
Peltier’s consumer posture. 
Headley got no denial from the 
director when he charged that 3,000 
“ Consumer Protection Kits,” 270,000 
home improvement brochures and 
30,000 mobile home tip booklets have 
been held up. Requests for the pam­ 
phlets were answered with letters 
saying they were “ out of print,” 
Headley claimed. 
Peltier said he didn’t recall that, but 
acknowledged the department wanted 
to “ look at all of those things to see if 
they should be rewritten.” And he said 
the name of former Gov. John J. 
Gilligan had to be removed from the 


literature. 
At least two new rules governing 
advertising techniques have been held 
in abeyance since Peltier took over In 
January. 
He extended to mid-April a March 17 
deadline for regulations that would 
have required exclusions and limita­ 
tions in sales advertising to be in clear 
and conspicuous print. Peltier agreed 
to allow more time for possible 
amendments to the rule after listening 
to about a half hour of testimony at a 
public hearing. 
A hearing is pending on a rule to 
require discount stores to sell at least 
75 per cent of their merchandise at a 
minimum of 10 per cent below regular 
prices. 


The rule was to have taken effect 
Jan. 20, but has been ensnarled in 
court actions filed by the Ohio Retail 
Merchants Association. 
Mike Hohn, a commerce staff at­ 
torney, said the consumer division 
wouldn’t voluntarily enforce the rule 
because it had been changed sub­ 
stantially from original guidelines pre­ 
sented 
at a 
public 
hearing 
last 
December. 
The Peltier appointment m ust 
ultimately be approved by the full. 
Senate where Democrats hold clear- 
cut majority.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Supreme Court today gave the 
Environmental Protection Agency and 
the states broad discretion to allow 
some air pollution to continue beyond 
the deadline for national air quality 
standards. 
By a 7-1 decision, the court ruled that 
the EPA may approve variances 
granted by the states to polluters so 
long as the exemptions do not prevent 
over-all compliance with the air 
quality standards. 
The decision overturned a U.S. 
circuit court decision striking down 
Georgia’s state plan for implementing 
the standards. 
The Supreme Court decision ap­ 
proves the Georgia plan and similar 
ones adopted by Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gordon 
J. Peltier’s appointment as commerce 
director ran into serious trouble in a 
Senate committee which questioned 
his current stance on consumer 
policies as well as his past record with 
the department. 
The Elections, Financial Institutions 
and Insurance Committee turned him 
down by a 6-3 vote. 
Consumerism was not a hot issue 
when the 57-year-old attorney ran the 
commerce department for seven and a 
half years during Gov. James A. 
Rhodes’ two previous terms. 
However, in 1972 the legislature 
created a consumer protection division 
and placed it under commerce. When 
majority Democrats tried to switch the 
division to the office of Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown earlier this year, 
Republicans filed a court suit to block 
the legislation. 
Peltier told the Senate committee he 
found it difficult to initiate new 
programs. But he added, “I think it 
(consumerism) is fine. It should 
flourish and grow.” 
Much of the committee’s inquiry has 
involved real estate broker’s tests 
given to Peltier and Rhodes in 
January, 1971, just before the 
Republican governor’s last ad­ 
ministration left office. 
Sen. David L. Headley, 0-28 Bar­ 
berton, also has questions about 
Peltier’s consumer posture. 
Headley got no denial from the 
director when he charged that 3,000 
“Consumer Protection Kits,’’ 270,000 
home improvement brochures and 
30,000 mobile home tip booklets have 
been held up. Requests for the pam­ 
phlets were answered with letters 
saying they were “out of print,” 
Headley claimed. 
Peltier said he didn’t recall that, but 
acknowledged the department wanted 
to “look at all of those things to see if 
they should be rewritten.” And he said 
the name of former Gov. John J. 
Gilligan had to be removed from the 


literature. 
At least two new rules governing 
advertising techniques have been held 
in abeyance since Peltier took over in 
January. 
He extended to mid-April a March 17 
deadline for regulations that would 
have required exclusions and limita­ 
tions in sales advertising to be in clear 
and conspicuous print. Peltier agreed 
to allow more time for possible 
amendments to the rule after listening 
to about a half hour of testimony at a 
public hearing. 
A hearing is pending on a rule to 
require discount stores to sell at least 
75 per cent of their merchandise at a 
minimum of IO per cent below regular 
prices.

The rule was to have taken effect 
Jan. 20, but has been ensnarled in 
court actions filed by the Ohio Retail 
Merchants Association. 
Mike Holm, a commerce staff at­ 
torney, said the consumer division 
wouldn’t voluntarily enforce the rule 
because it had been changed sub­ 
stantially from original guidelines pre­ 
sented at a public hearing last 
December. 
The Peltier appointment must 
ultimately be approved by the full 
Senate where Democrats hold clear­ 
cut majority.

We were told recently to pick-up bus freight orders in Chillicothe instead 
of the Circleville terminal. Asking why, we were told that Circleville no 
longer has a station. Is that true? 


l^rry Cupp, former licensed ticket agent for Greyhound Rus lines in 
Circleville, cited poor service on the part of the bus line as the primary 
reason for terminating his ticketing contract with the company April 9. 
He said bad management procedures by Greyhound caused him 
considerable embarrassment with his customers and coupled with a lack of 
sufficient income for his services to create an unsatisfactory arrangement. 
The buses will continue their original schedule of passenger service in 
Circleville, according to Vincent Riley, Greyhound district manager, until 
another ticketing agency can be located. 
He currently has a marketing agent in Circleville attempting to contract 
for a ticket agent. 
Persons wishing to ride the buses must call the Columbus office for the 
time schedule. However, the buses will not stop at a specific comer in town. 
Persons wishing to ride must flag them down and have the correct change to 
pay the driver. 
“ We sincerely would like to do the best job we can in Circleville,” Riley 
said, adding that licensing agents are not required to remain with the 
company. 
“ If they (the licensing agents) don’t want to extend a public service, we 
certainly can’t force them.” 
Greyhound assumed the Circleville route last August from the I^ake Shore 
System and Cupp contracted to be the local agent to continue the 
arrangement he had established with l^ake Shore. Authorized agency was 
his service station at the corner of N. Court and Watt Sts. 
He worked on a commission basis to sell tickets and make information 
available on the bus schedules. 
However, according to Cupp, the buses failed to operate on the posted 
schedule at times. 
In the week before he relinquished his agency, the afternoon buses to 
Columbus failed to arrive on two different occasions, he said. 
He said on one occasion the bus arrived three hours late after he had 
refunded money for ticket sales. 
Cupp also said that some of the drivers of the route are inconsiderate. He 
frequently had to load and unload freight, a job that is supposed to be 
handled by the driver. 
On one occasion, the bus pulled away while he was halfway in the loading 
compartment, and on another, the driver tossed a package from the bus to 
the station office, Cupp said. 
Passengers received no better treatment, according to Cupp. 
He said, besides not keeping their regular schedule, the drivers rarely 
helped people onto the bus. Once, the driver pulled away from the curb while 
passengers were running to board. 
Cupp apparently warned all the freight customers that he was quitting the 
business. He said freight from Columbus usually took about three days 
anyway, being shipped to Chillicothe and then back to Circleville. 
The business was not profitable, he said. Lake Shore paid his bond and 
telephone and furnished a ticket imprintor, things he had to contract for 
with Greyhound.

“I think a lot of it had to do 
with my parents and the way 
they brought me up,” said 
Miss Kelly, whose parents 
live in Hopkins, Minn. “It was 
a liberal, middle class, really 
typical upbringing, but it had 
a lot to do with ideals and 


standing up for what you 
think is right. 
“But I think the antiwar 
movement was really the im­ 
petus behind it all,” she said, 
explaining that she first 
began taking part in antiwar 
demonstrations in 1972. 
She says she’d eventually 
like to become involved in 
politics, particularly to help 
women. 
“One thing I’d like to do 
someday,” she added, “is run 
for City Council in either Min­ 
neapolis 
or 
St. 
Paul, 
depending on which city I’m 
living in. 
“I think the kind of change 
that most directly affects 
peoples’ lives happens at the 
local level, rather than the 
federal level. So I’d like to try 
that.”

And, lo and behold, 
the W FL is giving it another 
try. 
But this time, promises 
league president Hemmeter, 
things will be different. That 
seems likely, since a repeat of 
the W FI/s first season would 
be hard for any six suicidal 
persons to match. 
What the W FL announced 
here Wednesday was a 10-

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COLUMBUS, Ohio f AP) - Chances 
looked “ pretty good” today for 
passage of a measure that would let 
Ohioans deduct small political con­ 
tributions from their state income tax 
liability, its sponsor said. 
Sen, Donald J. Pease, D-13 Oberlm, 
referred to his bill that would permit 
individuals to deduct $5 and married

Measure Approved 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bill 
extending some welfare services to 
persons with family incomes of up to 
$11,859 was approved Wednesday by 
the House. 
The House voted 60-32 in favor of the 
measure, which would bring Ohio’s 
social services program into line with 
new federal laws. The bill now goes to 
the Senate. 
The approval came despite warnings 
by some legislators that the bill would 
bring 20 per cent of Ohio’s population 
under at least partial welfare cov­ 
erage. 
The provision deals with social 
services administered through county 
offices such as child care, vocational 
rehabilitation and counseling. 
Under new federal laws, the services 
are available to persons whose income 
adjusted for family size is less than 80 
per cent of the median state income. 
But the law also provides for ser­ 
vices to “ potential welfare recipi­ 
ents,’’ whose adjusted income is up to 
115 per cent of median income, 
provided the families pay a fee for the 


services based upon their income. 
The Legislative Services com­ 
mission computed the 80 per cent level, 
not adjusted for family size, would be 
$8,250. That would make the 115 per 
cent level $11,859, 
Rep. C.J. McLin, D-36 Dayton, chief 
sponsor of the bill, said passage would 
qualify Ohio to get $127 million in fed­ 
eral funds for the social services 


Legion Chief

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
American legion is and will remain 
committed to a strong national defense 
system, its national commander told 
Ohio’s lawmakers Wednesday. 
James M, Wagonseller of Lancaster 
said in separate seeches to the House 
and Senatt “ we have to keep our 
weapons systems updated” and added 
that the cost will continue to be high. 
“ But it’s not so high compared to the 
devastating cost of unpreparedness,’’ 
he said. The commander traced the 
history of the 2.7 million-member vet­ 
eran’s organization and said its main 
policy is to “ work for those things we 
think are in the best interest of the 
United States.’’

Wagonseller said he is now seeking 
approval of legislation in Congress 
providing subsidies for a system of 
state veterans’ cemeteries that would 
include Ohio." 
“ We’ll probably be talking to you 
about that," he told the legislators. 
The House adopted a formal 
resolution honoring the commander 
for his service to his country and state 
and for his efforts “ to preserve the 
American heritage."

The Soviet Union cautiously sat on 
the fence, keeping its embassy in 
Phnom Penh, unwilling to move until 
sure which way the political winds 
might blow. From his exile home on 
Peking’s anti-imperialist Street, 
Sihanouk blasted the Russians as 
betrayers, and they in turn lashed him 
in newspaper articles. This went on for 
three years. Then the Soviet attitude 
changed abruptly. Why? 
When Congress ordered an end to the 
bombing in Cambodia, 
Moscow 
evidently detected the knell for I «on 
Nol. By then Sihanouk had the support 
of most “ nonaligned" nations for 
whose favor Moscow- constantly* 
contests with Peking. In October, 1973. 
the Soviet Embassy left Phnom Penh 
and thereafter Moscow recognized 
Sihanouk. 
North Vietnam had been generous 
with both Chinese and Soviet amis for 
the Khmer Rouge and could reduce its 
troop presence to what was needed to 
keep supply lines moving smoothly. 
In Phnom Penh, five years after the 
U.S. “ incursion," the regime could 
claim sovereignty over less than 15 per 
cent of the land and a quarter of the 
people.

Both chambers held lengthy floor 
sessions Wednesday, highlighted by 
Senate passage of a bill that ap­ 
propriates more than $20 million, most 
Welfare Services 
Measure Approved 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A bill 
extending some welfare services to 
persons with family incomes of up to 
$11,859 was approved Wednesday by 
the House. 
' The House voted 60-32 in favor of the 
measure, which would bring Ohio’s 
social services program into line with 
new federal laws. The bill now goes to 
the Senate. 
The approval came despite warnings 
by some legislators that the bill would 
bring 20 per cent of Ohio’s population 
under at least partial welfare cov­ 
erage. 
The provision deals with social 
services administered through county 
offices such as child care, vocational 
rehabilitation and counseling.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
American Legion is and will remain 
committed to a strong national defense 
system, its national commander told 
Ohio’s lawmakers Wednesday. 
James M. Wagonseller of Lancaster 
said in separate speeches to the House 
and Senate “ we have to keep our 
weapons systems updated” and added 
that the cost will continue to be high. 
“ But it’s not so high compared to the 
devastating cost of unpreparedness,” 
he said. The commander traced the 
history of the 2.7 million-member vet­ 
eran’s organization and said its main 
policy is to “ work for those things we 
think are in the best interest of the 
United States.” 
He praised Ohio’s legislature for 
returning the state’s observation of 
Veterans’ Day “ to its rightful date of 
Nov. l l ” and said 45 states now have 
taken similar action under the legion’s 
urging. 
Wagonseller said he is now seeking 
approval of legislation in Congress 
providing subsidies for a system of 
state veterans’ cemeteries that would 
include Ohio."

He got both Chinese and North 
Vietnamese help to mount a war 
against Lon Nol. 
The Soviet Union cautiously sat on 
the fence, keeping its embassy in 
Phnom Penh, unwilling to move until 
sure which way the political winds 
might blow. From his exile home on 
Peking’s anti-im perialist Street, 
Sihanouk blasted the Russians as 
betrayers, and they in turn lashed him 
in newspaper articles. This went on for 
three years. Then the Soviet attitude 
changed abruptly.

Moscow 
evidently detected the knell for lx>n 
Nol. By then Sihanouk had the support 
of most “ nonaligned” nations for 
whose favor Moscow constantly- 
contests with Peking. In October, 1973, 
the Soviet Embassy left Phnom Penh 
and thereafter Moscow recognized 
Sihanouk. 
North Vietnam had been generous 
with both Chinese and Soviet arms for 
the Khmer Rouge and could reduce its 
troop presence to what was needed to 
keep supply lines moving smoothly. 
In Phnom Penh, five years after the 
U.S. “ incursion,” the regime could 
claim sovereignty over less than 15 per 
cent of the land and a quarter of the 
people.

“ You’re going to open this up,” he 
said. “ You’re going to raise the per­ 
centage of welfare recipients from IO 
per cent to 20 per cent, and in a couple 
of years it will be 30 per cent, and then 
40 per cent, and then 50 per cent. 
“ And then your house of cards is 
going to fall around your neck,” he 
said.
